Travels Between Two 
Cities in Less 
Than Hour °

(INS) —Sightse-ing in Europe 
200 miles an hour is “great, fun,” 

Captain Frank .M. Hawks, Ameri- 
can speed flier, told International 
News Service in an exclusive inter- 
view here today following his re- 
turn from Rome. 

Tne airman took “titné out” to 
deseribe his bird’s-eye tour of the 
Europeen continent a short. while 
after he had added a new record to 
his impressive string by reaching 
Heston airdrome from Le Bourget 
tlyiag field in 5$ minutes, the fast- 
est ever made between Paris and 
London The 229 mile jaunt was 
the last leg in Hawks’: flight to 
Rome aes return. 

Three Miles A Minute 

“Some. people may. think they 
can't, see the sights’ of Europe 
while speeding through the clouds 
at three mile, « minute and more,” 
Hawks declared. ,. 

“But they’re wrong. I saw more 
per square mi.c than any tourist 
ever did.” 

“The French countryside,” Hawks 
said, “looked much like some parts 
cf the United States, but I'saw more 
people working. in the fields with 
primitive horse ploughs than ever 
would be seen in America.

“I haven’t been 
feeling well.latciv, and when I got 
up around 18,006 feet I began to get

LAW ENACTED 


Birth Control Bill Is 
Approved In 
Oklahoma 


OKLAHOMA CITY — (INS) — 
Third term criminals and persons 
of unsound mind will be subjected 
to sterilization to prevent re-pro- 
duction of their kind, under a meas- 
ure enacted into law by the signa- 
ture of Gov. W. H. Murray. 

Under the provisions of the méas- 
ure, drawn by Dr. J. T. Gray of 
Stillwater, men less than 67 years 
old and women less than 47 years 
old will be subjected to the sterili- 
zation process. However, right of 
appeal to the courts is granted. 

“Sterilization is not a punish- 
ment, .but a protection,” Governor 
Murray said after signing the bill. 
“Tt is a huthane measure for the 
best interests of all.”

FARMERS INSIST 
ON WATERWAYS 


Former Governor of 
Iowa Cites Advan- 
tages of River’s Use 


DES MOINES—(INS)—Farmers 
from the north Mississippi Valley 
must insist upon the carrying out 
of government plans 


are to compete with farmers 
in other countries and with busi- 
ness interests of other occupations. 


W. L. Harding, ex-governor of 


| Iowa, told delegates to the Western 


Grain Dealers Convention here. 
Mr. Harding pointed out that cer- 
tain interests were o; the 
announced policy of the govern- 
ment to improve navigation on the 
Mississippi river and its tributar- 
ies, but the work has gone too far 
and the benefits are too evident to 
stop now. 


The world is the market of the 
farmer and transportation that en- 
tails the least cost to distaht mar- 
kets “is on the bosom of the water, 
lake» river, ocean,” the ‘speaker 
stated. He called attention to the 
cheaper rates available to the agri- 
culturists of other countries because 
of their use on waterways for 
transportation. 

More Water Necessary 

Necessity of having more flow of 
water from tributaries into the 
Mississippi river if the latter is to 
have a nine-foot channel, was des- 
cribed by Mr. Harding. He declar- 
ed that water should be diverted 
from Lake Michigan down the Ill- 
inois river to provide part of the 
increased, flow. : 


“If the North Mississippi. Valley 
is really alive to its ests, and 
to the importance of outlets to the 
ocean they will present a united 
front on this Illinois River demand 
for water for navigation at this 
time.” Harding declared. “Délay is 
dangerous and fraught with many 
hazards.” 


The question apparently is—shall 
the waters of Lake Michigan be 
used for power interests along the 
St. Lawrence River or for thé in- 
terests of the farmers, the speaker 
asserted. ; 

“Some things happened a few 
years back that caused the econom- 
ic status of the farming area of the 
North Mississippi Valley to cease 
functioning properly.” Harding 
said, “As I view the situation, two 
things that happened are of prime 
importance. Other things happen- 
ed, but these two things, in my op- 
inion Were basic. 

“First, the building of the Pana- 
ma Canal; Second: the increased 
cost of rail transportation. And now 
another thing is happening over 
which we have no control. I refer

situation will not be brought up. This is just about the most 
important problem that confronts all of the forty-eight states 
“at present. It is a problem that demands solution before we 
can hope to start on the upgrade in our business life. It will 
Rot be discussed because it is a controversial subject. Cer- 
tainly, but why not at least try to meet the issue instead of 


lying down on the job? 


The governors will also refuse to discuss public ownership 
»of utilities and water power, another subject of national in- 
.. terest, nor doeg the agenda make any reference to prohibi- 

tion. Just why all these issues are eliminated is not clear 


are of just as much interest to 
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the states as to the nation. 


The conference will consider the excessive cost of local 
government, land utilization and state planning, motor safety 
and executive duties and responsibilities. Those are all sub- 
jects that need attention, especially high taxes and motor 
safety, but they should not be allowed to dominate to the 


exclusion of subjects of equal 


or more importance.

Have you readers of this column 
stopped to take notice of the fact 
that the articles in this column do 
not say much about disease itself 
as they do about health and easy 
and simple means of existing com- 
‘fortably? 

Did you ever stop to think that 
(health propaganda?) continually 
thrown in the face of the public, 
through fear, by broadcasting the 
terrible pathology of this and that 
disease, is doing more harm than 
good. 

There is a difference between 
keeping a person’s mind on their 
health by the welcome picture of 
physical comfort and that of forc- 
ing a person to “Mworry) over his 

' health by showing him terrible pic- 
tures of things and conditions he 
might have unless he did thus and 
so every few months through fear. 

“As a man thinketh so is he” and 
a continual mental picture of some 
particular disease surely paves the 
way for an actual demonstration in 
the physical body of the disease so 
feared. This idea does not neces- 
sarily. have to be associated with

What is one man’s meat is another 
man’s poison. Every person can 
learn the ordinary technique and 
secure the knowledge “necessary for 
common sense hygiene and can be 
moderate in all things, cheerful.and 
unafraid. 

People should not worry over 
their health, or make such a hobby 
of it that they cannot live one wak- 
ing hour without being conscious of 
themselves physically. Self con- 
sciousness is a detriment as every- 
one knows and when it applies to 
the physical condition it leads to a 
continual suggestive thought of 
sickness and disease.

‘Health Expert Gives 
- Simple Rules for

NEW YORK—The way we start 
the day has much to do with the 
manner in which we spend the re- 
mainder of our time. 

Irrespective of late hours the 
night before, we should arise every 
morning at a definite time and not 
indulge in the luxury of stolen min- 
utes to make up for lost sleep. 

If we can possibly do so—and 
it would be wise to sacrifice fifteen 
minutes of sleep—we should exer- 
cise regularly every morning to tone 
up the circulation which has be- 
come after the relaxation of sleep. 

morning exercise need not be 
strenuous. A few simple movements 
will suffice to keep the body in good 
condition. 

The morning bath should not be 
too hot for in some cases this is 

weakening. Take a warm tub, fol- 
lowed by a temperate shower, or if 
you like a warm spray then follow 
it by one as cold as you can com- 
fortably stand.

Other bills introduced in the 
legislature show the interest of the 
law-makers in properly regulating 
flying. One hill provides for the 
licensing of all airmen and aircraft 
by the secretary of state; another 
permits any village or city to levy 
@ one-mill tax for construction of 
airports. 

Ranks Fifth 

Illinois ranks fifth in expendi- 
ture on airport development to 
date, according to a bulletin of the 
Tilinois Chamber of Commerce. the 
amount being given as $6,102,000. 
This state, with 667, ranks third in 
the number of liceised and unli- 
censed aircraft being surpassed by 
New York and California. The 
same order holds for licensed craft, 
Winois having 475, but Illinois has 
the doubtful honor of leading in 
the number of unlicensed craft, 

with 192. 

Apringfield is a fairly active 
aviation center, being on the Chi- 
cago-St. Louis airline and the 
stopping place for both Universal- 
Air line planes and The Century 
Airline which inaugurated a ser- 
vice late in March. 

Last year the Commercial Air- 
port was used by- 475 visiting planes 
and 720 regular mail and passeng- 
ers planes. During 1930, 2,023 
passengérs were carried by planes 
from. this 123-acre port, and total 
landings of all forms of airplanes 
were 2,755. Plans for this year in- 
clude resurfacing driveways, rolling 
and grading the landing area, 

May Vote Airport Tax 

Great progress during 1931 is 
forecast for Peoria in aviation by 
its leaders. An airport tax to be 
uged for new and adequate airport 
developments will be voted on early 
this spring. Pcnding this income 
the airport is being leased and 
maintained by public subscription 
and some help from the municipal- 
ity. The present airport is used 
twice daily by Chicago-St. Louis 
planes, and commercial activities 
are also carried on at a second air- 
port, Mt. Hawley. About 200 
pounds of mail are received and 
sent. every -week. .A rotating . bed- 
con and boundary lights provide 
facilities for night flights. 

Many of the medium-sized cities 


‘in the state have airports support- 


ed and promoted by Chambers of 
Commerce. Champaign. a typical 
city, has a 25 acre airport, located 
two miles from the business dis- 
trict, and developed by the Chami- 
ber of Commerce which leases it to 
a pilot-manager. Mattoon follows 
the same plan.

aircraft and pilots operating in the 
state to comet het ee the regulations 
of the United Sta tes Department of 
Commerce; * “~ ; We 


orized to. make. rules - and regula- 
tions respecting them. The com- 
mission will include five members, 
appointed by the governor, two of 
whom will be regular pilots. 
Other bills introduced in the 
legislature show the interest of the 
law-makers in properly regulating 
flying. One hill provides for the 
licensing of all airmen and aircraft 
by the secretary of state; another 
permits any village or city to levy 
@ one-mill tax for construction of 
airports. 
Ranks Fifth 

Illinois ranks fifth in expendi- 
ture on airport development to 
date, according to a bulletin of the 
Tilinois Chamber of Commerce, the 
amount being given as $6,102,000. 
This state, with 667, ranks third in 
the number of lice1.sed and unli- 
censed aircraft being surpassed by 
New York and California. The 
same order holds for licensed craft, 
Winois having 475, but Illinois has 
the doubtful honor of leading in 
the number of unlicensed craft, 
with 192. 

Apringfield is a fairly active 
aviation center, being on the Chi- 
cago-St. Louis airline and the 
stopping place for both Universal- 
Air line planes and The Century 
Airline which inaugurated a ser- 
vice late in March. 

Last year the Commercial Air- 
port was used by- 475 visiting planes 
and 720 regular mail and passeng- 
ers planes. During 1930, 2,023 
passengérs were carried by planes 
from ‘this 123-acre port. and total 
landings of all forms of airplanes 
were 2,755. Plans for this year in- 
clude resurfacing driveways, rolling 
and grading the landing area. 

May Vote Airport Tax 

Great progress during 1931 is 
forecast for Peoria in aviation by 
its leaders. An airport tax to be 
uged for new and adequate airport 
developments will be voted on early 
this spring. Pending this income 
the airport is being leased and 
maintained by public subscription 
and some help from the municipal- 
ity. The present airport is used 
twice daily by Chicago-St. Louis 
planes, and commercial activities 
are also carried on at a second air+ 
port, Mt. Hawley. About 200 
pounds of mail are received and 
sent. every -week. .A rotating . bea- 
con and boundary lights provide 
facilities for night flights. 

Many of the medium-sized cities 
in the state have airports support- 
ed and promoted by Chambers of 
Commerce. Champaign, a typical 
city, has a 25 acre airport, located 
two miles from the business dis- 
trict, and developed by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce which leases it to 
a pilot-manager. Mattoon follows 
the same plan. LaSalle on the 
Chicago-Kansas City air routes; is

Abraham was, I am.” 

On one side a sick child is being 
carriéd out of a car to be brought 
to Jesus. A child in the foreground 
is taking off her shoes, which the 
artist explains is a symbol of fol- 
lowing Christ. 

In the background are_ school 
children, men digging up the road, 
women shopping and a statue of a 
public benefactor. 

The scene is laid in Broad, 
Street, Reading.

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Fokker Takes Byrd to Task 
For Delaying Atlantic Flight, 
Giving Lindbergh Big Chance

NEW YORK—(INS)—Rear Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd is chided 
rather sharply by Anthony H. G. 
Fokker, Dutch airplane builder, in 
the latter’s life story, “Flying 
Dutchman,” which will be pub- 
lished tomorrow. In the book Fok- 
ker takes Byrd to task for the “in- 
terminable series of test flights” 
that preceded his trans-Atlantic 
venture in 1927. 

While Byrd was testing his tri- 
motored Fokker at Roosevelt Field 
preparatory to a New York-to-Paris 
flight, a then comparatively un- 
known youth, Charles A. Lindbergh, 
took off—and, as every one knows, 
thrilled the world by accomplishing 
the feat. 

Could Have Beat Lindy 

“I could never understand why 
Byrd did not take off before Lind- 
bergh,” writes Fokker. “He could 
easily have done so.” 

Fokker says Byrd publicly con- 
tended that he was simply flying 
the Atlantic for science, a New 
York newspapey, “and a little bit, 
maybe, tae mayen but he was in 


ready for the epic adventure.

Fokker says he was the last per- 
son to have a long conversation 
with Lindbergh before he left, while 
mechanics were filling up the gas 
tanks. 

“Something was said about 
Byrd,” Fokker relates. “I told him 
Byrd, even though burdened with 
all- his scientific equipment, had 
been ready for some time, yet 
showed no signs of leaving. 

“I was glad that Lindbergh, play- 
ing a lone hand, should get a 
break.” 

The next day after Lindbergh 
hopped, the christening ceremonies 
of Byrd’s plane, the America, were 
“involuntarily turned into a cele- 
bration of Lindbergh’s arrival in 
Paris.” 

“Byrd joined in, like a good sport, 
though it must have irked him to 
see the ‘unscientific’ Lindbergh 
nose him out with as perfect a 
filght’as the world has ever seen,” 
writes Fokker caustically. 

Hesitation Ridiculous 

“Bytd’s hesitation began to look 
something more than ridiculous, 
Particularly when word was re- 
ceived that Maitland and Hegen- 
berger had hopped off. Suddenly, 
on a day when the weather was far 
from ideal, the America took off in 
the rain with only a few people to 
watch.” 

Describing what he termed “the 
most interminable series of ° test 
flights it has ever been my grief to} 0900 
witness,” Fokker writes: : 

“I began to wonder whether Byrd 
wanted to make the trans- 
Atlantic flight, which was basically 
hardly more than an elaborate ad- 
vertisement. Instead of eagerly 
trying to push ahead, it seemed to 
me that every possible excuse to 
stall was seized upon.” 

Fokker says in another part of 
his book that he yegards Charles 
Kingsford-Smith as the greatest 
flyer in the world today.
